The Injunction Asked for Against the Western 
Unton. 

New York, December 26.—The suit of Wm. 
S Williams, on behalf of himself and others 
similarly interested against the Western Un- 
ion telegraph company and others, was put up 
in thesuperior court today. This suit was 
brought tc set aside the agreement made be- 
tween the Western Union telegraph compa- 
ny. the Atlantic and Pacific telegraph com- 
pany and others. Williams, in his opening 
said, he would ask leave to embody in his 
complaint the fact that the Western Union 
company was-now about to declare a divi- 
dend to its stockholders, and that this 
fact came °) his knowledge from 
a circular % whieh the Western 
Union company had just issued. Counsel for 
the company said he would make no objec- 
tion to this being put in the complaint, as 
he knew nothing about its contents. Voun- 
sel for the plaintiff then read the complaint 
setting forth the facts of the grounds of the 
charges made against tne directors of the 
defendant company in relation to the agree- 
ment complained of. Counsel for the West- 
ern Union company contended that his cliehit 
had entered into the agreement in good faith, 
and the company was fully capable, he said, 
of paying any judgment that might be had 
against it. 

[he counse! for the plaintiff said, with rel- 
erence to the dividend, that the company now 
seeks to pay; that it was not due wutil Janu- 
ary 15th, and yetthe company at the present 
time issues certificates to stockholders stating 
thatthe dividend will be paid. This, che 
counsel claimed, was nothing more thana 
trick on the part of the defendant company. 
He claimed that the payment of the dividend 
should be stopped, as he did notsee that its 
stoppage could be injurious to any of the de- 
fendants.

LONDON; December 26.—From all sides there 
come declarations of pacific and amicable 
purport. The Russian press is most courte- 
ous and friendly to-its contemporaries in Ber- 
lin; the latter are full of suave explanations 
and expressions of good will, while from Vi- 
enna there are heard only surprise and regre- 
that the attitude of any European powet 
should be so unworthily construedas to mean 
that itsintentions are warlike.

How Our Southern Lowell Dispeses of Its Surplus 
Smoke.

There has to bd cee chimney in Columbus 
higher than all the others, and that one is 
down atthe Eagle and Phenix mills. The 
chimney is so tall that half of the people had 
the stiff neck while it was going up, watching 
it grow. Its actual height above the ground 
is 156 feet, but such a statement as this gives 
very little idea of ifs altitude. While it was 
being built a man had to go over 300 rounds 
of a jadder, and on every round bis life de- 
vended upon a firm grip and asure footing. 
Vhen he reached the top be looked like a 
little dark spec about the size of the rubber 
on alead pencil. The building of this chim- 
ney was superintended by Mr. Dave Cham- 
payne, and I was talking with him avout it 
the other day, and asked: 

“Why do you have to have such a large 
chimney?’ 

‘To carry off the smoke to be sure,”’ 
replied, The chimney is eighteen feet 
square at the foundation. It runsup in an 
octagon shape, and is five feet on the inside 
at the bottom andsix feet on the*inside at the 
top. It could not taper off much at the top 
because inside itis larger at the top than it ds 
atthe bottom. Solid? Bies< you, all the hur- 
ricanesin the world couldr’t make tt move 
the sixteenth of an inch. Ap earthquake 
might bring it down, butnothing else. Yes,”’ 
said he when I esked him the question, “I 
can tell you just how many bricks it took to 
buildit. Ittooka lit'le over 300,000 bricks 
and a little more than 400 barrels of cement to 
fasten them together.” 

‘Did the workmen carry them up the lad- 
ders?”’ 

‘Not very much they didn’t. You know 
about how: you feel when vou climb six flights 
of stairs without any bricks on your back? 
Well climbing that chimney was equal in 
height to going up fifteen stories, and a lad- 
deris not quite as easy to climb as stairs 
The brick and cement were sent up by steam.”’

The present flurry of puritanism in our local 
laws had its prototype in 1855, during the first term 
of Fernando Wood as mayor.

Every month 
and almost every day brings new surprises 
from the rooms of the electricians. The 
latest relates to the storage of the. fluid with 
out danger or difficulty in boxes, ready for 
use, either in the household, or shop, or tele- 
graph office. A family will soon get its sup- 
ply of electricity from a delivery wagon, ‘just 
as ice or milk is now delivered. On Saturday 
a double supply will b2 put in the storage 
box. When that box is delivered, bearing 
of course the name of its owners, the question 
of light or force, as the case may be, can be 
dismissed, for there will then be no 
pipes to fill with water, no lamps to explode. 
Stationsin which the business of yathering 
the fluid is conducted, will be freely estab- 
lished in all populous neighborhoods, and 
dynamic stands will become as popular and 
plentiful as stands now are, that deal out an- 
otherand really more dangerous kind of 
lightning. 

It is not necessary now to inquire . where 
this useful fluid comes from. It is sufficient 
toknow thatthe supply is inexhaustible— 
that it exists everywhere—and that the pro- 
cess of collection has ceased to be a difficult 
or an expensive one. And when the processes 
of collection and storage are approximately 
perfected, as they doubtless soon will be, 
then the world wili begin too see what elec- 
tricity iscapable of. It bids fair to do some- 
thing more in the future than to carry news. 
It bids fair to furnish the world with both 
light and force—to drive our locomotives as 
well as lightupour homes. The people of 
the next generation will simply wonder why 
we neglected to utilize a power that we knew 
full well existed. 7 


GOVERNOR BROWN’S AMENDMENTS. 

Governor Brown does not like the Pendle- 
ton bill, but instead of opposing itaito,ether, 
he has set himself to work to make it more 
in accordance with hts own views by offering 
amendments to it. It will be remembered 
that the original bill provides for a commis- 
sion of five persons to supervise its execution, 
to hold office respectively for two, four and 
six years, and their successors to hold office 
for six years. Governor Brown's first amend- 
ment proposed to cut down these terms just 
one-half—to give, in other words, the original 
commissioners one, two and three years, and 
their successors three years. The yote was 
yeas 23, nays 27. Mr. Pendleton and Mr.

Bayard voted in the affirmative. It was, in 


voting against theamendment, and no repub- 
lican in favor of it. 

Mr. Brown next attempted to make it cer- 
tain that as the term oe, 
be years, there shall be no

interest wilfbe promoted by such removal.”’ 
Mr. Edmunds thought this would make the 
president a\dic d Mr. Logan thought | 
that th® amendment would not add to the 
president’s power. A long and learned dis- 
cussion sprung up, and Governor Brown held 
tenaciously to the idea that the president 
should be left free in the matter of removing 
commissioners. Mr. Garland thought the 
amendment would clear away all possible 
legal objections. The vote was, yeas 17, nays 
27. Mr. Bayard voted against the amend- 
ment. So did Mr. Mahone. The Virginia 
senator dodged the vote on Mr. Brown's first 
amendment. 
Our senior senator came tp smiling af:er 
these deYeats with another amendment, to 
the effect that when a vacancy occurs in the 
public offices affected by the bill it shall be 
filled by one of the three persons who stood 
highest on the competitive examination, but 
the selection shall not be confined to persons 
in office, all persons desiring the position be- 
ing permitted to compete for the vacancy,and | 
the person best.qualified to be appointed. 
Mr. Brown urged\ that the best man should 
under a reform bilf, win, even though he be 
an outsider. Mr. Pugh offered an amend- 
ment of wider scope, which Mr. Brown ac- 
cepted asa substitute for his own. It pro- 
vides that appointees under the act shall be 
selected from the states according to popula- 
tion, and that all incumbents shall be divided 
into three classes for the purpose of subject- 
ing them, together with all other applicants, 
to competitive examinatign—the first class 
to be examined at once, the second six 
months later, and the last class within twelve 
months from the passage-of the .act. This 
important amendment was rejected, after a 
discussion that extended into the second day, 
by a vote of 18 to 23. Mr. Bayard voted 
against it, but he had no democratic com- 
pany. Mr. Mahone did not vote. 

The senate did however afterwards adopt 

an amendment requiring the apportionment 

of offices among the states and territories 

absolutely on the basis of population, and an, 
amendment permitting appointments to any 
grade, and another amendment reducing the 
number of commissioners to three, none of 
whom shall hold other official place. These 
amendments do not change the great princi- 
ple of the bill, namely, the divorce of the 
civil service fromm politics, and they render it 
more acceptable to the body of the people. 
Let us hope that Mr. Brown will be able to 
sécure the adoption of anamendment to open 
the public offices to the best men among all 
applicants. 

Mr. Brown offered, during one of the long 
discussions, an amendment that had at leasta 
great deal of justice in it—too much to per- 
mit itsadoption. We give it entire: 

As nearly all the public positions are now filled 
by republicans, itis further enacted that when the 
board of examiners ascertains by competitive ex- 
amination (which shail be free to all applicants) 
the two highest, if there be more than two of 
equal qualifications and, merit then from those of 
the highest grade of qualification, they shall select 
from among those best he po one whose politi-

NEW ENGLAND'S DAY AND DUTY. 
The celebration of Forefathers’ Day in New 
England and in New York on the 22d serves 
to remind the civilized world that it was the 
anniversary of the protest of 
against the celebration of Christmas. The 
worthy farefathers, who were known as Puri- 
tans, bad a particular abhorrence of the 
sacred festival which is now observed with 
more or less vociferousness in every New 
Engiand community. They had a suspicion 
that it was a Roman Cathoiie affair, and, to 
offset it in some degree, they inaugurated a 
celebration of their own on the 22d. 

The anniversary in New York was made 
luxurious by an elegant dinner, and humor- 
ous by the presence of the inimitable Mark 
Twain, who responded to the toast to Women 
in his peculiarly droll way. Happily, the 
celebration in these latter times is not in- 
tended to forestall Christmas, but to remind 
the representatives of New England of the 
landing of the pilgrims. 

Itisan anniversary in which the whole coun- 
try could well afford to take part, for, after 
all allowances are made and ail prejudices 
satistied, itis to be borne in mind that the 
pilgrims were men of enterprise—bold, hardy 
and energetic. They had the courage of their 
convictions, and they stood to their opinions 
as they did to their guns—to the last gasp, 
They were honest and patriotic, and if much 
of their history savors of bigotry, it should 
be remembered that bigotry is an inheritance 
of human nature. : 

It isa long and nasty cry, however, from 
the sturdy puritans who conquered a home 
and set upa remarkable civilization in the 
bleak climate of New England, to modern re- 
publicanism, with its Dorseys, its Chandlers, 
its Hayeses, its Bradys and their manifold 
corruptions. Itis along and nasty cry, but 
a large majority of the descendants of the 
puritans have traveled it, and have succeeded 
in bringing the country to the very verge of 
demoralization. :

unqualified courage of New England puri- 
tanism, replying in his admirable journal.: 
the Sun, to a gentle reminder in THe Consti- 
TUTION that Mr. Arthur had publicly .ap- 
proved and indorsed the Indiana corruptions 
of S. W. Dorsey, excused the president ‘by 
remarking that his indorsement of corrup- 
tion had the approval of republicans every- 
where. 

This is a fact, and it isa sad one. It is also 
Significant. It belongs naturally to the 
group of facts which niake up the history of 
puritanism, and its successor, republicanism. 
It is not a little significant too, that Mr. 
Dana, who hates corrupt men, and who has a 
horror of corrupt practices, should hold up 
as a model man and president, a person who 
has publicly approved and applauded 
the methods of a notorious political corrup- 
tionist.

WHATIS A CREOLE? 


_—-- 


The Definition Given by George W. Cable tn the Jan- 
uary Century. 


Evenin Louisiana the question would be vari- 
ousiy answered. ‘The title did not, here, first be- 
long to the descendants of Spanish, butof French 
settlers. But such a meaning implied a cer 
tain excellence of origin, and so came early to- 
juciude any native, of French or Spanish de- 
scent by either parent, whose non-alliance with 
the slave race entitled him to social rank. Later, 
the term was adopted by—not conceded to—the 
natives of mixed blood, and is still so used 
among themselves. At length the spirit of 
commerce saw the money value of so honor- 
ed a title, and broadened its meaning to 


take in any creature or thing of variety of 
manufacture peculiar to Louisiana that might b 
come an object of sale, as Creole ponies, chickens? 
cOws, shoes, eggs. wagons, baskets, cabbages, ne- 
groes,etc. Yet the Creoles proper will not share 
their distinction with the worthy ‘‘Arcadian.’ He 
isa Creole only by courtesy, and in the second per- 
son singular. Besides French and Spanich,. there 
are even, for convenience of speech, ‘‘colaged”’ 
Creoles: but there are no Italian or Sicilian, nor 
any English, Seoteh, Irish, or ‘*Yankee’’ Creoles, 
unless of parentage martied into, aud them-elvcs 
thoroughly proselyted in Cre« suciety. Nei her 
Spanish nor American dominition Las taken from 
the Creoles their French vernacular. This, also, is 
part oftheir title; and, in fine, there seems to be 
no more serviceable definition of the Creoles of 
Louisiana than this. thatthey are the 
spexking, native ruling class.

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GOVERNMENT BUILDING, 


The New State, War and Navy Bulldiag—The Pension 
: Bureau Structure. 
WASHINGTON, December 26.—After so long 
adelay, the north wing of the beautiful 


atructure devoted to the state, war and navy | 


departments is almost ready for occupancy, 


and a committee of congress is engaged in | 


the weigthy business of apportioning the new 
rooms among the several bureaus and clerks, 
who are all anxious to get the corner offices, 
although ali of them are fitted up with a lux- 
ury that one never sees in any business hous- 
esin other cities. With the practical com- 
pletion of this great pile.the government has 
now but one new building actually under 
way here. This is the new pension building 
im judiciary square, which was hurriedly Ic- 
cated there apparently to force congress to 
put the proposed congressional library on pri- 
vate epnland east of the capitol. This new 
pension office promises to be a unique struct- 
are. It is the special design of General 
Meigs, who has entire chargeof the construc- 
tion. Only $400,000 has been appropriated 
for its construction, but #& will cost much 
more. Asnearas can be judged from the 
plans, it is designed on the plan of the grand 
sa'non of an American steamboat, now for 
the first time applied to a great public office. 
Externally the dimensions are 400x2U0 
feet. Internally there is an 
immense ball, 316x116 feet. run- 
ning clear to the roof. The space between 
the walls is arranged in small oftices, all open- 
ing into this central hail like the state-room 
of asteamer. General Meigs says the design 
isiike that of the famous Farnese palace. 
The immense roof will be supported on eight 
great columns of brick in the central hall, 
which will also be surrounded by three ar- 
caded galleries to afford entrance to the tiers 
of offices, so that the immensity of the va- 
cant space will be in a measure relieved. It 
seems that the people at the pension office 
are somewhat nettled that their opinion was 
not even asked before the plan was 
adopted, and are showing that the 
building is poorly designed for tbe 
use to which it to be put, having 
no vaults to store files and records, and no 
convenient communication between the of- 
fices. Architecturally it promises to bea 
perpetual wonder. The committee is now 
preparing plans for building the congressional 
library on the - botanicai grounds near ,Penn- 
sylvania gavenue, west of the capitol, in the 
hope of getting an appropriation tais year, 
and very soon a movement will be made 
looking to the erection of a $1,000,000 palace 
forthe president’s use, although the white 
house would seem elegant enough for that 
purpose. 
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DORSEY’S CORRESPONDENCE. 


— 


A Tin-Lined Box Full, Which ts to Be Opened and Its 
Contents Printed. 

WASHINGTON, December 26.—There are 
some republican statesmen who are uneasy 
about the unpublished Dorsey letters. The 
publication of the Garfield and Morton letters 
in the Herald a few days ago, showed them 
what they might expect if Mr. Dorsey took 
it into his head to give the public some more 
‘interesting reading of the same kind. Dor- 
sey has achest full of letters. It is made of 
cedar and is lined with tin. He had it made 
just prior to the campaign of 1580, as a sort of 
safety-box for his political correspondence. 
He destroys no letters, as hie has made it a 
rule since entering political life to destroy 
none. ‘‘In that box there is evidence enough,”’ 
said a triend of Dorsey afew days ago, ‘‘to 
spot the reputation of a good many men who 
now pose as Christian statesmen. Dorsey 
doesn’t intend to open this box to the public 
just yet; but itis pretty certain that he in- 
tends to open it after the present star route 
trial closes, and give part of its contents to 
the public. There are some prominent 
men of his party that .he intends to 
get even with. These men were Dorsey's 
correspondents during the campaign of 1820, 
and knew as much of the inside. history of 
that campaign as Dorsey does. If there was 
any wrong doing, they were, Dorsey says, 
his partners. He says that they knew as 
well as he did where every dollar of the cor- 
ruption fund came from, and were instrumen- 
tal in raising that fund. They were not such 
fools, Dorsey says, as to suppose that he and 
Brady furnished the money out of their own 
pockets. They knew that the star route con- 
tracts were assessed as well as those who lev- 
ied the assessment. These men now give 
Dorsey the ‘cold shoulder. and 
when his name is mentioned 
assume an air of virtuous indignation at the 
thought that a man of Dorsey’s standing 
could descend to perform such corrupt acts. 
Dorsey proposes to show that these confeder- 
ates of hisin the campaign of 1880 are not 
so virtuous as they claim to be, and that if he 
is guilty of wrongdoing they ought to stand 
with him in the criminal’s dock.’’ 

There will be music when this tin-lined 
cedar box is opened, and it will be opened 
whether Dorsey is acquitted or convicted.
